He was quite sure 
that was 2 just course, and he was equally certain that 
it was the most ‘prudent and politic course. In refe- 
rence to the reserve fund, he had no wish at all that it 
should go on increasing, or that it should be brought 
beyond a moderate amount, but he considered it of the 
utmost necessity to keep their stock in good order, and, 
come what might, they ought to keep the amount neces- 
sary for the purpose to the good. The meeting, 
no doubt, expected him to make some observa- 
tion in reference to the verdict alluded to in the 
report. The case had been twice investigated in a court 
of justice; and he considered, in justice to themselves, he 
ought to state that in that case, as well as in every 
other case where any claim was made against the com- 
pany, they gave it their most anxious consideration, 
and took the advice of their solicitor and legal advisers, 
and, having done so, they were advised to resist the 
claim. In every instance where they considered there 
was a just case against the company, or even a doubtful 
one, they always thought it right to come to an arrange- 
ment on the best terms they could. In reference to that 
case he could only state, that the jury took a diffe- 
rent view of the matter, and he believed he 
need not tell them that juries did not generally 
deal leinently with public companies; how- 
ever, he was sorry to say that the result of [the case 
was different from what they had anticipated. The 
engineer, in his report, had stated to them that they 
were making preparations for the renewal of the Mala- 
hide bridge as early as possible next Spring, and to re- 
place the present structure by a new one of a much more 
durable character, without interrupting the traffic com- 
munication. They had given it the consideration which 
a matter of so much importance deserved, and he thought 
he could state to them that they had seen their way to 
restore that bridge at an amount not exceeding what he 
had mentioned to them at the last half-yearly meeting. 
They hoped to commence operations upon it early 
next season. The engineer also stated that the 
road was in good order, and that the sta- 
tions continued in good order, and were improving, 
Most of the gentlemen present were in the habit of 
travelling upon the line, and he thought they 
could confirm the statement, that the stations 
along the line had much improved within the last few 
years. With respect to the Dundalk and Enniskillen 
Railway, they would perceive by the statement of the 
report, that the Act which had been pending on the 
subject, had become the law of the land; and that the 
company were authorised to proceed with the line from 
Clones to Enniskillen. That subject had been twice 
before them, and had met with their approval, and he 
did not anticipate that any objection would be raised 
upon the subject of authorising the directors to 
subscribe for preference shares to any amount not 
exceeding £20,000. If there was any doubt entertained 
on the subject, he considered it ought to be then remo- 
ved. The Dundalk and Enniskillen line, had been en- 
tirely completed, and it was working satisfactorily. He 
was happy to say he had not been deceived in his anti- 
cipations on that subject. Hehad before explained to 
them that the line from Clones to Cavan would not be 
one to bring traffic to their line, but that if it were not 
made by a friendly company it might be made by an 
adverse company, and in their hands might be the means 
of taking a good deal of trafficfrom them. With these 
remarks he had much pleasure in moving the adoption 
of the report. 

Mr. Edward Fox, in seconding the adoption of the 
report, observed that his connection with the company 
was of sufficient duration to bring him back to the 
period when he found the company almost paralysed 
and unable for a time to yield any dividend, and for a 
much longer space of time to yield but a very small 
dividend. Their property, he believed, had been pre- 
sided oyer by a body of gentlemen who had brought to 
its aid that intelligence and that probity which had 
enabled every one of them to arrive at prosperity in 
carrying on their individual avocations in life. Their 
line had scarcely commenced to give evidence of ret urn- 
ing vitality when, by the judicious management of their 
directors, year after the traffic swelled up in larger pro- 
portions, and they then found it in the year 1859, 
receiving contributions of traffic from the North, North-

He said—Fellow- 
workmen, I will tell you exactly what we have done 
with the money we have received. The amount of 
money which we sent to the bricklayers, in order to 
pay them ls. Id. a-head—which was all we could 
give—was 581. To the masons we sent 29/.; to the 
painters, 19/.; to the plasterers, 33/. ; to the carpenters 
and joiners, 152/.,and tothe labourers’ committee, through 
your delegates, Gresham, Johnson, and O’Mara, 1751. 
In addition to this, we paid the Woolwich men, 551 
in number, the stone-sawyers, the smiths, and the 
plumbers ; and to Trollope’s men alone we paid 120/. 
(A Voice.---“ Les; they got it all, and we got none.) 
Steady, my friends. Why, they are the men that you 
called out for the nine hours, and they must be main- 
tained. (A Voiee.---“ Ay, ay; that’s right 
enough.”) We paid to those mea a dividend of 12s, 
each for the mechanic, and 8s, for the labourer. 
That amounted to between 600/. and £700, which was 
the whole of the money that was collected. There 
was no more. It was equally divided among the 
whole lot, labourers and mechanics alike, and the 
amount that each received was Is. Id. per head. If you 
want anything more plain and straightforward than that, 
bag you'll tell me. T see that my words are being 

en down; but you'll call upon me to make an expo- 
sure, and when you come in this way to test the integrity 
of men who are trying to do their best for you, it is ne- 
cessary that our position should be fully made known to 
you, and we fear nothing. The point is this :—If the 
masters had not shut their shops and locked the men 
out, we should have had ample money to carry out the 
nine hours’ movement; but as the masters have locked out 
many thousands of men, how do you suppose that we can 
guarantee you anything like a tangible support? Do you 
know how much we should want to give you anything like 
a tangible amount? Why, £20,000 or £30,000 a week. 
The fact is, my friends, this is a question of principle 
against capital, and if you are not prepared to stand for 
a week or two against the oppressive means which the 
masters are using against you, why, then, the working 
man must fall, But the country is only just now being 
aroused, and to-night the Trades Delegates are to meet 
to see what assistance they will give you. They met 
last week and adjourned till to-night, in order that in the 
meantime they might take the opinions of their several 
societies. To-night we shall know what these opinions 
are. The 100/. which we have received from the Amal- 
gamated Engineers, and the 20/. from the Hatters have 
heen equally divided among you all, and those of you 
who have not got your quota will do so on applying at 
your proper houses. Then, again, we have six delegates 
going round the country, but there has not yet n 
time for us to get any funds from them, To-morrow, 
no doubt, the masters will open their shops, and will 
present the document to you to sign. Now, then, if you 
are prepared to act with the principle of men, you won’t 
sign it, and they will be obliged to open their shops 
without it. (Cheers, and some uproar.) That man there 
who is making such a bother has been earning 2s. 6d. 
a-day for carrying boards about, and now he’s got 
some money he’s making more noise than you who 
have only had Is. 1d. To-night we shall select different 
houses, where committees will sit from every large 
firm in the metropolis. The names of those houses will 
be made known, and then I hope we shall have no more 
such crowds as this round these doors. I repeat that 
this is a question of principle as against capital. If 
you don’t act like men you'll lose ; but if you act like 
men, why of course you'll win. (A Voice.—*“ We 
want our rights.”) So do we all, and I should like to 
see every one of you hold up your hands as a signal 
that you’ll never make that detestable declaration. 
(This last coup was successful ; nearly every hand was 
held up against the declaration, and Mr. Noble retired 
from the window.)

REVIVAL OF AFRICAN SLAVE TRADE. 
The Wash correspondent of the New York 
Herald states that, notwithstanding the denials of the 
Southerners, the African slave trade is carried on with 
great activity. He says:--“ An account which appeared 
on the 23d ult., in the St. Augustine (Fla.) Examiner 
admirably illustrates the manner in which slaves are 
treated, even when notice of them is given to the pro- 
per federal authorities. It seems that the Deputy United 
States Marshal, upon being informed that such a vessel 
was off the coast, made inquiries which resulted in his 
‘ hearing of no slaver, and only a rumour that negroes 
had been landed to the southward.’ Proceeding in that 
direction, he found that ‘about six weeks previous four 
sailors had rted that they were part of the crew of 
the schooner Experiment, had landed a cargo of Afri- 
cans near Jupiter, and breached the vessel.’ The De- 

uty-Marshal did not, of course, find at that late hour 
fn the day any sign of niggers or ship; and the editor 
of the Examiner closes his account by saying: — At 
any rate the birds had flown before he got there. We 
understand more are expected shortly.“ So light a watch 
is, in fact, kept along the coast between Key West and 
Pensacola, that ‘rumours’ of the landing of slave car- 
goes may be considered to travel pretty swiftly if they 
reach the ears of Government officials eve: ix weeks 
after ‘the birds have flown,’ and no rule of aution is 
thought to be violated by the newspapers boasting
